At the start of 
the spring training season he 
was asked to peer into the fu- 
ture and guess where the Yan- 
kees would finish in the schedule 
ahead. 


“It’s gonna be tough,” he 
rasped.

He was indeed a pioneer ven- 
turing out- on an unknown 
search.

And again, there is no one to 
whom he can turn for advice. 
No manager has ever won five 
World Series. The Old Profes- 
sor stands silent, or almost so, 
on a peak in baseball’s Darien. 

The Old Professor has already 
given off his first cerebral sparks 
and he will need a battery full 
of them for this series. All 
through the season he had to 
Squeeze here and there, like a 
man trying to get enough lather 
for a shave out of a bathroom 
medicine closet full of almost-dry 
tubes.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 H—So- 
viet Russia today offered to talk 
over world tensions with the Big 
Three Western powers at two sep- 
arate diplomatic conferences—pro- 
vided Communist China is also in- 
vited.

Georgia Mourns Death 
Of Justice Atkinson 


In the passing of Justice William Y. 
Atkinson all Georgians have lost a great 
and true friend. He was a champion 
of the fine traditions of law and pro- 
priety that have helped to make the 
state an empire growing in strength on 
all fronts. His wisdom had helped to 
mold the leadership that forms a_pat- 
tern for healthful growth. 

Most of his life had been spent in 
the public service. The son of a dis- 
tinguished governor of Georgia, he pre- 
pared himself in his early years for a 
career of service to the people of his 
native state. He held public offices, 
some of them comparatively minor, 
almost continuously from the time he 
entered law practice in Newnan in 1915 
until his death. 

His work led him to the Georgia 
Supreme Court in 1943, where his fine 
judicial mind helped to shape important 
decisions that have benefited the whole 
state. The esteem in which his fellow 
justices held him was rewarded by his 
being chosen presiding justice, an hon- 
orary position, in 1948. 

The affection and regard of his fel- 
low justices was matched by the love of 
his fellow citizens all over Georgia. 
They appreciated his valuable contribu- 
tions to their welfare and his unselfish 
devotion to their interests proved an in- 
spiration to everyone. 

During his lifetime he received many 
deserved honors. Pehaps no greater 
tribute can be paid to his memory than 
the spontaneous expressions of respect 
and affection from plain citizens the 
length and breadth of the state he 
served so well.

The question of parking space—who 
is to provide it—was a matter of public 
debate Tuesday as the Atlanta Parking 
Commission held a hearing on the sub- 
ject. 

Three schools of thought have de- 
veloped. One holds that parking is a 
public responsibility to be handled by 
the city government. At the other pole 
is the opinion that private enterprise 
can and should do the job. Between 
come those who believe private in- 
dustry can provide the space needed, 
but with help from public agencies. 

At one point the three schools are 
agreed—the need for more parking 
space is there and it is imperative. 

Meanwhile, those aware of the prob- 
lem are encouraged to read that the 
Atlanta police department is- bearing 
down in the enforcement of parking 
rules. The number of tickets issued has 


doubled. The percentage of violators — 


penalized for the offense has increased. 

The condition which existed last 
year—only 10 per cent of drivers who 
got tickets actually paying fines—was 
indicative of a shameful disregard for 
“authority on the part of the public and 
a failure by the police to follow through.

Atlanta is to survive, then parking ga- 
rages must be built by the public or by 
private firms, by both or a combination 
of both. While we are waiting, the 
situation can be alleviated by rigid en- 
forcement of parking ordinances already 
on the books.

WASHINGTON—Once again we see ex- 
hibited here the peculiar power of a highly 
organized pressure group.

The heat is so intense that Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson has been constrained to 
order an investigation by his department, 
on their behalf, of the spread between the 
price that the producer gets for his cattle 
and the price the housewife pays at the 
other end of the long line. In other words, 
to find out what is happening in the various 
steps in between—how much the various 
middlemen are taking. 

- This is a highly commendatory move— 
if it is thorough—but it should go far be- 
yond beef and include all other food. 

That brings up something that hap- 
pened in Congress a few months ago. Dur- 
ing the last session, when the appropriation 
for the Federal Trade Commission was 
under consideration, there was inserted in 
the bill embracing that agency a provision 
specifying that none of the funds for the 
FTC could be used to make an investiga- 
tion into what happens to the consumer 
dollar. Such an inquiry had been asked by 
ex-President Truman to explore and reveal 
the story of what happens between the 
time produce leaves the farm and finally 
reaches the housewife. 

In short, it was proposed to do for all 
food just what Secretary Benson is doing 
about beef. 

Several senators objected strenuously to 
the ban on the consumer dollar inquiry, 
previously inserted by the House, when the 
appropriation for the FTC was before the 
Senate; but in vain. 


The voice of the consumer, as we all . 


know, is very small in Congress. It is 
drowned out in the roaring conflict of spe- 
cial interests that exert pressure on their 
own selfish behalf. So nobody around 
Washington was moved until the cattle 
farmers began to raise their voices, as we 
now see Secretary Benson being moved. 

This inquiry should help the consumer 
to some small extent, that is, if it is done 
seriously. Its value is necessarily limited 
because beef is now to so many families 
mostly a theoretical subject. To help the 
great bulk of us, the investigation would 
have to be broadened to other foods, first, 
of course, those which so many people now 
are substituting for meat. They have 
soared in price also.

Wear a Hearing Aid While Climbing 
Trees and Listen to Yourself Fall 


What a man 78 years old was doing up 
in a pear tree in the first place, I don’t 
know. Maybe it was showing signs of blight 
at the top, and he’d gone up there to cut 
the dead limbs off with his pocketknife. 
When a man gets along in years he hates 
to see a tree die. Old oaks that are be- 
ginning to wither at the top, and old peach 
trees that have ceased to bear fruit, disturb 
him. He likes to see them green emu and 
full Of leaf amd. LOWED eccspiccicssie cris 
and fruit. Anyway, he 
was up in the tree, on 
some mission or other, 
and a limb broke, and 
down he came, _ ker- 
wham, onto the hard 
ground. 

“I thought for a mo- 
ment,’’ he writes, ‘‘that 
my neck was broke. I 
thought I had suffered 
bruises and contusions 
on the back part of my anatomy that would 
go with me to my grave. But I lay there 
a minute and I got up and shook myself, 
like an old dog that has fell into a river. 
And I got up and walked off and have been 
walking ever since. 

“T have just one piece of advice to 
offer you, if you are planning on climb- 
ing any trees any time soon,. and falling 
out of them. Take off your hearing aid, if 
you wear one, and leave it on the ground. 
One of the worst things about falling out 
of a tree when you are wearing a hearing 
aid is hearing yourself fall. It is a disturb- 
ing thing. The crack of the limb breaking 
sounds like a pistol shot, and you think for 
a moment that you have been shot out of 
the tree like a treed raccoon. 

‘*The sound of the limbs and the leaves 
brushing past you as you fall is augmented 


many times and it is a terrifying sound. 
The wind rushing past your vest, where the 
hearing device is concealed, roars like a 
typhoon. But the worst part of it is when 
you hit the ground. Ordinarily, a man fall- 
ing out of a tree and hitting on hard ground 
makes nothing in the way of noise beyond a 
loud thump, plus a whooshing sound which 
is the breath beine knocked out of him. 

‘But a man falling out of a tree while 
wearing a hearing aid makes a noise when 
he hits that sounds to himself like somebody 
has dropped a watermelon off a four-story 
building onto a concrete sidewalk. It 
makes a noise that convinces a man he is 
busted into 40 different pieces and will 
never walk another step unaided as long as 
he lives. It’s enough to scare a man to 
death. 

“The only good part about falling out 
of a tree wearing one of the blame things 
is that it helps a lot when you sit up and 


‘start investigating to see if any bones are 


broke. If you bend a knee, or an elbow, and 
you can hear it squeak, you know you are 
all right in those parts. If you wiggle your 
arms and legs and don’t hear any crunch- 
ing sound, or grating sound, you know you 
are all in one piece. 

“Then when folks come running and hol- 
lering to know if you are hurt and tellipg 
you you are.a fool to have ever climbed 
in a tree in the first place, at your age, and 
telling you you need looking after worse 
than a child, all you have to do is turn the 
durn thing off and let them talk their heads 
off. You can sit down and smoke your pipe 
and nurse your bruises and let them fuss 
all they want to. You can’t hear a blooming 
word they say.” 

I am glad to have this fatherly advice, 
and am happy to pass it on to anybody who 
is planning to do any tree climbing.

In any congregation you find a lot 
of ‘‘wayside’’ people. For some, every 
question has been settled; they do not want 
to be disturbed by fresh ideas or new 
growth. 

1 remember well how I tried to get one 
of my first congregations to lift its eyes 
and do more to spread the Kingdom of God. 
As we approached the time when we would 
decide what we would give the following 
year, I did my best. I preached and 
prayed and talked to the people. 

But when the question came up at the 
conference, the leader said, ‘‘I move we 
continue what we have been giving.” His 
mind was completely closed to the thought 
of any progress. In my denomination the 
bishop moves the preacher. I think some- 
times he ought to move the congregation 
and let the preacher stay. 

There are those who are self-righteous 
and spiritually complacent. They never 
realize the sermon is for them. They are 
thinking of the sins of somebody else and 
hoping the preacher will ‘‘pour it on ’em.”’ 
We talk about ‘‘hardéned sinners’’ but 
‘‘hardened saints’’ are a lot harder. 

Some people’s hearts are hardened by a 
bitter disappointment. Some person they 
believed in failed to measure up and they 
refuse ever to believe again. Maybe some 
prayer was not answered as they expected, 
and they become embittered.

He cited Benjamin Franklin’s assigning 
much of his fortune to freeing indentured 
servants employed in textile mills. But by 
the time the canny, kindly Philadelphian 
died, textile mills no longer employed in- 
dentured servants. The Franklin fund was 
tied up for a long time before it could be 
diverted to another purpose. 

A friend to animals chose the horses in 
Washington, D.C., as the objects of his 
charity. He wrote into his will a provision 
for watering troughs in the capital city. 
Today there are 80 troughs and only 18 
horses. 

A Georgian committed a sum to the 
‘Episcopal Church at Tallulah Falls, Ga.” 
But when the time came for execution of 
the bequest there was no Episcopal Church 
According to Harrison 
Jones, there wasn’t an Episcopalian in the 
county. Twice the high court of Georgia 
refused to rule diverting the money into 
another channel. Within another 100 years, 
says Mr. Jones, the fund will have so 
grown as to pay for building a church and ~ 
importing a congregation. 

The speaker did a good job of selling 
the Metropolitan Foundation as a depository 
for funds earmarked for improving the lot 
of mankind and the world. In so doing, he 
made a significant statement. 

He said there are plenty of people who 
can tell you what we've got, but only 10 
per cent of the people know what we ain’t 
got. Progress, he said, is due to those 10 
per cent. Progress comes from filling the 
voids. 

Today marks the opening of a campaign 
to fill some of the voids in Greater Atlanta 
through refilling the Community Chest. The 
goal of $1,724,055 was set by those who 
know where the gaps are and how much it 
will take to meet the need. 

The Community Chest call comes to 
everybody; it comes once a year. The 
Metropolitan Foundation is the place for 
the next $10,000 or the next million you have 
to spare. The Community Chest is the 
place for a sizable cash contribution—now,

NEW YORK, Sept. 29—In the regal dignity afford- 
ed by one limp flannel undershirt that draped over his 
breadbasket like a tight-fitting nightgown, Floyd (Bill) 
Bevens stood his ground in a corner of the New York 
Yankee dressing room in Brooklyn, a suburb of Ebbets 
Field. This was an October day of 1947, a period marked 
by bitter dissension among baseball parties in New York 
City. 

The Yankees and the Dodgers were fighting about the world’s 
championship, and at that particular moment a good deal of the 
authors, baseball tradesmen, trolley riders and plain spectators

I don’t re- 

call precisely how he achieved such 

remarkable success, but two men 

had been retired and Al Gionfriddo, 

who was running for Carl Furillo 

(walked), rested on second base 

after a steal. Pete Reiser was 

whistled out of the dugout and requested to become a pinch- 

hitter. He being left-handed and Hugh Casey being the next 

batter, it was decided that Reiser should be walked inten- 
tionally. 


He was, and this brought destiny’s tot to the plate, Cookie | 
Lavagetto. You might consider it utterly bad judgement ever to 
- expect Casey to appear, anyway, for the Bums were behind, 1-0, | 


and the game had to be won before it could be saved. 

Lavagetto, anyway, freshly whacked what has since been de- 
scribed as a high and outside, low and inside, high and inside, 
low and outside, down-the-middle pitch to a razor blade sign on 
the right-field fence. While Gionfriddo and Reiser raced home, 
millions of Brooklyn fans rushed out and bought new supplies of 
Gem blades which were later used to slash their wrists after the 
Bums finally collapsed in seven. 


—The End of Bill Bevens 


I always was a subscriber to the high and outside school my- 
self, but it really never mattered. Lavagetto’s drive was a curving 
liner that busted up the first no-hitter almost pitched in a World 
Series. But worse than that, poor Bevens had given up one hit and 
lost, and Casey had pitched one ball and won. Among the sights 
I'll never forget is the one of Bevens as he watched the ball 
bounce off the right-field wall, then turn and walk stoically off the 
mound with his head down. No throw cap. No throw glove. No 
throw himself. No outward emotion at all. 


It was still the same in the clubhouse, where he stood and 
answered questions in the flat Bevens tenor. He was a plain 
fellow with plain features, just the sort of fellow manufactured 
for such tragedy. You wanted to jump up on the Yankee 
trunk you sat on and shout out loud that this guy was all 
right and what had happened to him was all wrong, even if 
he was one of those all-fired, all-conquering Yankees. 


That was the end of Bevens, just as sure as shooting. He never 
pitched another major league inning for the Yankees. His arm 
went dead, surely from that strenuous World Series exercise. A 
few years later, after even attempting a softball career, he came

Yankee Stadium, he came out. Burt Shotton even drafted Gion- |

somewhere in the low Canadian minors, he was no factor at all | 


with a bat. 


You sense the pitching despair when you recall that Vic Lom- | 
bardi, Rex Barney and Hal Gregg were ‘starters. Only Casey, the | 
bullpen brave, held the patchwork staff together. And he, too, was © 


living for tragedy. 

This should be the end of the frustration that grows in 
Brooklyn. This year there is pitching over there, Carl Erskine 
Preacher Roe, Billy Loes, Russ Meyer and Clem Labine. And 
you hear grapevine news around this big town that Joe Black 
will come out as a mystery weapon. But don’t buy it. 


This year there is also power. Roy Campanella had the great- | 
est slugging year any major league catcher ever had. Furillo led | 
the league in hitting. Duke Snider, Gil Hodges hit 73 home runs | 
between them. There is no surrender position in the Dodger bat- | 


ting order. They can make trouble for anybody’s pitching. 

On the assumption that this is the most solid National League 
club to enter the series since the Cardinals of '42, and on the 
assumption that Allie Reynolds and the Yankee bullpen aren’t 
what they used to be, the Dodgers are hereby elected. Rogers 
Hornsby said they should cut their throats if they don’t win it. 
That's carrying the razor blade idea a bit too far. How about 
swimming back across the East River underwater, with a safe on 
their backs?

Aid Payments 
Up $15,246 
In September 


State welfare department as- 
sistance increased $15,246 during 
September with 245 persons 
added to its rolls, Director Alan 
Kemper said yesterday. 

Kemper. pointed out that the 
increase was due to increased 
cost of living which added about 
7 cents to each welfare check 
during the month. 

Records show that 116,629 per- 
sons received assistance in Sep- 
tember. Total amount paid was 
$4,770,374 4s compared to August 
payments of $4,755,128. 

Major increase was to dis- 
abled persons. Some 386 new per- 
sons qualified to receive welfare 
assistance in that category. Only 
five persons were added to the 
blind assistance rolls. 

Assistance to children was cut 
120 and old-age assistance was 
cut 26 persons. Records show that 
old-age assistance, the largest 
number on the rolls. 

Kemper said that the 7 cent 
cost of living increase on checks 
to old-age pensioners cost the 
state $6,249. While the rolls ac- 
tually decreased from 95,489 to 
95,463, checks increased an aver- 
age of 7 cents from $36.68 to 
$36.75.

‘Spread Thin, 
LeCraw Says 


‘Col. Roy LeCraw, former state 
senator and Atlanta mayor, has 
called for the United States to 
adopt “uncompromising opposi- 
tion’* to countermoves by the 
Communists aimed at pinning 
down our armed forces in 49 
countries over the world. 

LeCraw, in his recent talk on 
“The Position of the U.S. in the 
World Today”’ at the College Park 
Thirty Club, cited two objectives 
he said the Communists. were 
striving for: 

1. To keep our military forces 
spread thin across the world and 
unable to leave. 

2. To divide us from Allied na- 
tions by smear campaigns. 


PACIFIC VET 

The Air Force colonel, who 
spent two years in Korea and 
Japan, said, *““We already know 
that China is rebuilding air bases 
in Korea, and that it is steadily 
moving in MIGs.” 

This strengthening of Com- 
munist military might in Korea, 
‘like ants converging on their 
hill,’”’ is undoubtedly designed to 
keep United States’ troops in Ko- 
rea, LeCraw asserted. 

“They want us over-extended,”’ 
he said. 

A veteran of three wars, Le- 
Craw expressed fear that ‘“Pan- 
~mnunjom will turn out to be an- 
other Munich, another ‘Peace in 
our time’ deal.”’ 


SEES BLUFF 

‘“‘We have conceded to the Com- 
munists, and many of us believe 
‘‘We’d do much better to stand 
firm, to call their bluff.’ 

LeCraw hit at the cut in Air 
Force production as a “repeat of 
two tragic periods in our past.” 
. “World War II came out of our 
disarmament and disinterest after 
World War I, and Korea came 
from our disarmament from the 
second global war,’”’ he added. 
With the Air Force cutting 100 
planes from its production slate, 
than 750 jet engines, ‘It looks 
we're pursuing the same 

ic path,” LeCraw said.

The mayor, who. said he has 
studied several city pension plans, 
including one from College Park, 
is now working on final details of 
the measure. 

Advertising of the bill has al- 
ready begun. 

PAY $8 A MONTH 

City workers have been contrib- 
uting to a retirement fund since 
May, Lea said. Some $2,153 is al- 
ready in the fund. 

When the plan goes into effect, 
the city will contribute $6 a month 
for each employe, Lea explained. 

Retirement under the measure 
will not be allowed until five years 
after the passage, the mayor stat- 
ed, because that period will be re- 
quired to build the fund. About 
$463 will flow into the fund month- 
ly, from both city and employes. 


PRIVILEGES 

Pension privileges will be judged 
on two counts, Lea said. An em- 
ploye must have 30 years’ service 
to draw the full $100, but may re- 
tire sooner at a pro rata share. 
Or if an employe reaches 65 be- 
fore he has completed 30 years, 
he will not be required to quit 
but allowed to complete his tenure 
if health and performance are 
acceptable. 

Anyone leaving the city’s em- 
ploy under the pension plan will 
be allowed to withdraw 80 per 
cent of his contributions. Before 
the plan is in effect, employes 
who quit will regeive all money 
they have put into the fund, Lea 
said.
